FORDRY ENFORCEMENT 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—(#)-- 
The future cost of an aggressive cam- 
paign for enforcement of the prohibi- 
tion laws and prevention of rum 
smuggling was outlined to congress by 
President Hoover today in submitting 
estimates for the 1931 budget. 

He recommended that congress pro- 
vide $15,200,000 for the prohibition 
bureau, permitting it to maintain the 
force insisted upon by eongress. In 
addition he asked $32,131,040 for the 
coast guard, an increase of $2,298,- 
968: a total of $43,867,660 for the 
customs service permitting an increase 
of $479.300 for more administrative 
and field officers and $32,017,292 for 
ths department of justice, an increase 
of $4,079,922 permitting also an in- 
crease in personnel.

Buildings. 

The public building program au- 
thorized by the act of May 25, 1926, 
and enlarged by amendments to the 
original act, is now proceeding at a 
satisfactory rate of progress. At the 
outset unavoidable delays were ex- 
perjenced because of difficulties en- 
countered in acquiring sites, it being 
necessary in some cases to resort to 
condemnation proceedings in the 
courts. Many of these difficulties have 
been overcome and it is expected that 
the work will now proceed expedi- 
tiously, resulting in the completion of 
34 new or enlarged buildings in the 
fiscal year 1930 and 40 in the fiscal 
year 1931.

in the budget for 1930 transmitted to 
the congress in December, 1928. Com- 
pared with the estimate of one year 
ago the receipts show an _ increase 
of about $408,000,000 and the ex- 
penditures about $243,000,000. On the 
receipt side the increase in the esti- 
mate is reflected generally in the in- 
come tax, $305,000,000, due to an 
abnormal increase in the incomes re- 
ported by individuals for 1928 and to 
this exceedingly prosperous business 
year; miscellaneous internal revenue, 
$76,000,000, derived in the main from 
a steady expansion of the tobacco tax 
and increased stamp-tax receipts;

That policy is, 
simply, to ‘keep everything asked for 
by the public in sufficient quantities 
to make it profitable for us to han- 
dle it.’ 

“There is, as an official of the 
company explains, ‘no secret about the 
success of A. & P. Our stores are 
depots for the kind of food which a 
vast number of people have found 
suitable to their needs.

“One secret of A. & P.’s success 
was its ability to control its sources 
of supply. 

“Its first activities were in thé tea 
and coffee field. It concentrated on 
this field. The company maintains 
30 offices in South America for the 
purchase of coffee, and has represent- 
atives in India, Ceylon and Save to 
buy tea. Its Baropean agents pur- 
chase figs and dates in Arabia; olives, 
olive oil and pimentos in Italy and 
Spain; sardines in Portugal and Nor- 
way; marmalades in Scotland and cur- 
rants in Greece. 

“Within the United States also the 
A. & P. carries many items direct 
from the producer to the consumer. 
Its men in the field arrange with pro- 
ducers of butter and eggs to ship 
from the middle west directly to its 
warehouses, 

“There is an A. & P. office in Cali- 
fornia, under the direction’ of a rep- 
resentative who buys canned fruits 
from the various canneries; others in 
Wiseonsin, Maryland and New York 
state buy canned vegetables, and one 
in Seattle to buy the canned salmon 
necessary in addition to that canned 
by A. & P.’s six Alaskan salmon can- 
neries, 

“In addition to these, the company 
operates many factories of its own, 
including the largest milk-condensing 
plant in the world, in Wisconsin, and 
a cannery and preserving plant at 
Brockport, New York. 

“It runs 30 bakeries and sold last 
year 500,000,000 loaves of bread. Its 
butter volume is 150,000,000 pounds; 
coffee, 140,000,000 pounds (of which, 
incidentally, 130,000,000 pounds were 
its own brands, Eight O’clock, Red 
Cirele and Bokar). More than 10 
per cent of the salmon sold in this 
country, about 24,000,000 cans, are 
distributed by the A. & P.; tens of 
thousands of carloads of vegetables 
pass yearly over its counters. 

“In the last three years the com- 
pany has started meat departments in 
many of its stores and these depart- 
ments are being expanded rapidly.

“A. & P.’s advertising campaign has 
been expanding since 1925 at the 
rate of about $1,000,000 a year. In 
1925 its appropriation was less than

‘ The state highway board Wednes- 
day agreed to recondition the Me 
Bean road, between Augusta and 
Waynesboro, and the Cochran short 
road, connecting Macon, Cochran and 
Eastman, and took under advisement 
a petition urging the paving of the 
Atlanta to Gadsden, Ala., highway 
from this city to the state line. 
The petitions for the projects were 
presented by delegations. That from 
Richmond county, which was headed 
by F. H. Turner, chairman of the 
committee on roads and revenues of 
the Richmond county board of com- 
missioners, urged the improvement of 
the McBean road and the Peach Or- 
chard highway, as well. The Peach 
Orchard highway, an alternative route 
from Augusta to “\aynesboro, will be 
paved from county funds, it was said.

FOR CUSTOMS SERVICE 


President Hoover Proposes 
Increase of $479,300 To Pro- 


vide for Expansion. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—(®)— 
Details of the reorganization of the 
customs bureau proposed to congress 
in President Hoover's budget message 
were made public today by Customs 
Commissioner Eble and calls for 106 
additional inspectors, 25 of whom will 
be assigned to the port of New York. 

President Hoover asked congress for 
an increase of $479,300 for the bu- 
reau to be used in creating new posi- 
tions and expanding the serviee. Of 
this amount $52,300 will go for in- 
creased salaries in the customs head- , 
quarters, permitting an entire revision | 
of the administrative methods of the | 
organization. The remainder of the'| 
money will be used to add 228 in-| 
spectors, customs guards, entry clerks | 
and other employes to the service. | 

The reorganization of the headquar- | 
ters staff will include an addition of | 
two deputy commissioners which will | 
enable Commissioner Eble to form an | 
organization with the deputy commis- 
sioner at the head of each division 
who will deal with the problems of 
that section. Under the present small 
force,. all questions dre referred to 
Commissioner Eble. 

The plan of reorganization provides 
for increasing number of customs 
guards, inspectors and minor employes 
in each of the 48 eustoms districts 
and will give additional “guards for 
use along the Canadian border. At 
present the total number of employes 
of the bureau is 9,547 and the ad- 
ministrative staff consists of 88 em-| 
ployes,

We Differ From Other States. 


In this special and singular matter 
Georgia differs from all the other 
states. We have specifically adopted 
the constitution of the United States 
as our Georgia constitution, ranking 
it and all the laws made by the con- 
gress in pursuance of it, as supreme 
over our own particular constitution 
and laws, so:that our laws must nec- 
essarily be construed in harmony witb, 
but in subordination to, the laws of 
the United States—because those laws 
are our own adopted supreme laws. 

Nor does that mean that we accept 
the federal constitution and laws gen- 
erally and theoretically, but that we 
have taken a deliberately different 
course from any other state, and sol- 
emnly adopted the federal charter and 
laws as our own. We have deliberate- 
ly declared our home-made state con- 
stitution to be “second”’ and “next in 
authority” and general operation to 
the federal constitution and laws.

Seeking Security for the Future. 


The convention of 1865 honestly 
sought to secure the future of the 
state from the savage enmity of the 
dominant northern republicans. To 
that end it put into the constitution 
that it made, in Article V, Section 5, 
these words: 

“Laws of general operation now of 
force in this state are, first. as the 
supreme law, the constitution of the 
United States: the laws of the United 
States in pursuance thereof, and all 
treaties made under the authority of 
the .United States; second, as next in 
authority thereto, this constitution.” 

Observe that those are the identical 
words, omitting “now of force,” that 
are in the constitution of 1877. 

But, unfortunately for the state, 
the convention inserted in the “Decla- 
ration of Rights” the following see- 
| tion: 

“The government of the United 
States having. as a war measure, pro- 
claimed all slaves held or owned in 
this state emancipated from slavery, 
and having carried that proclamation 
into full practical effect, there shall 
henceforth be, within the state of 
Georgia, neither slavery or involun- 
tary servitude, save as a punishment 
for crime, after legal conviction there 
of: Provided, this acquiescence in the 
action of the government of the United 
States is not intended to operate as 
a relinquishment, waiver, or estoppel 
of such claim for compensation of 
less sustained by reason of the eman- 
cipation of his slaves as any citizen 
of Georgia may hereafter make upon 
the justice and magnanimity of that 
government.” 

That proviso knocked the whole fat 
in the fire. .Georgia was pronounced 
recalcitrant, General Thomas H. Rug- 
er, of the United States army, sup- 
planted Governor Jenkins, and the 
state became part of a “military dis- 
trict.”

Getting Back On Salvation Ground. 


After the military regime, the re- 
construction orgy and its infamies, the 
constitutional convention of 1877 was 
called to revise and reform the radi- 
cal-negro document of I868. 


On the rejection by congress of the 
constitution of 1865 and the refusal 
to seat Alexander H. Stephens and 
Herschel V. Johnson as senators and 
our nine representatives, the electoral 
vote was challenged in 1869 by the 
congress and announced only provi- 
‘sionally, because “the state had not 
fulfilled, in due form, the requirements 
of the reconstruction acts, so as to 
entitle her to be represented as a 
state.”

There had been an exciting 
controversy over the returns of the 
presidential election of 1876, with 
threats of another civil war as to 
whether Tilden, democrat, or Hayes, 
republican, should be installed in the 
White House. An extra-constitution- 
al electoral commission, packed for the 
purpose, by 8 to 7 votes had decided in 
favor of Hayes and he had been in- 
augurated on March 4, prior to the as- 
sembling of the Georgia convention.

The Background of the Convention. 

It is strange to me that so few of 
our public men of today seem to have 
read the bistory of their state since 
the close of the War Between the 
States. Let me give them some of it. 

In 1865, after President Johnson

AN ALUMNUS SPEAKS. 


It is not the intention of this column to intone a series of Jeremiads 
of sports. On the contrary, its object—if any—is to work for a sane 
sense of proportion in regard to sports—if this is possible. Through 
the discernment and the interest of Major William H. Burr, of the United 
States army, 1 am able to reproduce two documents that might cause 
some serious consideration of the report of the Carnegie Foundation on 
intercollegiate football. 

Major Burr sends me a clipping from The Kansas City Star 
concerning a football rally of the Jayhawk club, of Kansas City, 

on the eve of the game with the University of Missouri. The 

Jayhawk club, as I get it, is made up of the alumni and boosters 

of the University of Kansas. Here is an except from the reports 

of the meeting: 

“J. C. Nichols, of the class of ’02, after a criticism of the cheer lead- 
ers and the students in their support of the team in the K. U.-Aggie 
gamé, went into the recent reports of the Carnegie Foundation. 


ALL JAYHAWKS. 

““ ‘What do we alumni of Kansas City care for the foundation reports?’ 
he asked. ‘We are behind K. U. first, last and always. And if there 
are any good boys looking for an education and a chance to star for the 
Crimson and Blue, but lack the necessary funds to carry them through, 
just let them come to the Jayhawk club. 

“ ‘Why, when I was in K. U. there were three boarding tables 
for baseball players at the Beta house, and we were proud of it. 
What we want to do is to build up K. U. to a point where the en- 
rollment reaches 10,000 students or more. We've got a good 
football team and we're behind it. Win or lose, don't lose heart, 
but give the team the same old ‘‘Rock Chalk.’ ”’ 

Not only does this sound like the quintescence of Babbittry, but it 
is submitted as evidence that the time and money spent by the Carnegie 
Foundation on its investigation of intercollegiate football was not wasted. 
Only an alumnus could make that sort of speech and voice that point of 
view. An undergraduate would be too clear of vision and have too keen 
a perspective to be that way. 


NO, NOT JUST THAT. 


I do not mean that this Babbitt of the University of Kansas is an ex- 
ception, and I do not mean to intimate that the center of Babbittry is 
in the vicinity of Kansas City. This same Main Street runs through 
every college town in the United States and its Babbitts are quite as 
blatant and naive throughout the country. It just happened that the 
Babbitt of Kansas City collected a maximum of the spotlight around him 
for the time and was given the opportunity to make a spectacular clown 
of himself, 

He made the point of view of the average alumnus quite clear. 

The old grads of the University of Kansas are ready to receive 

with open arms prospective football players and even baseball 

players, whether they have funds or not. They are willing to 
see them through college in comfort and security, provided they 
are able to make good their claims of first-rate athletic ability. 

The alumni of the University of Kansas are not alone in this sort 

of philanthropy. 

The Babbitt of the University of Kansas intimates that the develop- 
ment of a successful football team (say one of the strength and color of 
Notre Dame) might bring to Kansas University an enrollment of 10,000 
or more. Therefore, the alumni of Babbitts are justified in helping out 
good boys who can play football and give the University of Kansas that 
sort of team. 

This is a frank recognition of what seems to be a fact, that the only 
advertisement that a university can get and the only prestige that it 
can build, in the reign of this distorted point of view, is through its foot- 
ball team, and this sounds almost true. 


AN UNDERGRADUATE WRITES. 


By a strange coincidence, on the reverse side of this clipping was the 
account of the suicide of Edwin C. Garrett, a 20-year-old student of the 
University of Missouri. He killed himself by driving a pair of shears 
into his heart.

_ In picking an All-American squad 
it is just about as easy to select 99 
star players as 33. The game of foot- 
ball has spread to such an extent, 
and the coaching is so uniformly good, 
that there is no corner of the land 
which is without its stars. 

_In the old days, there were a few 
big universities which drew the best 
football material and had the best 
instruction. There was a difference 
in the football of the east, the middle 
west, and the Pacific coast. Now each 
coach pretty well knows the methods 
of all the rest and football styles are 
the same throughout the country. The 
only difference is the preference of 
individual coaches for a certain type 
of game and the adaptability of his 
material to his theories. 


MORE AND MORE. 


Each season produces more good 
football teams and more great players. 
Mach season the strongest teams find 
it harder to play through their sched- 
ules without a defeat. Of the hun- 
dreds of college aggregations playing 


_ the game, few more than a dozen fin- 


ished without the loss of a game. 
Only about half a dozen finished 
without at least one tie game in their 
records. Southern Methodist didn't 
lose a game, but was tied four times. 

It is only reasonable to suppose 
that these undefeated teams had on 
them players above the average. It 
would, in fact, be perfectly possible 
to pick from the unbeaten teams an 
All-American eleven which probably 
could hold its own with any team 
which could be assembled. You need 
at least 22 men to play a_ football 
game nowadays, regardless of the fact 
that the Army went throngh against 
Notre Dame without a substitution.

“Cornell does not and never has 
possessed sufficient football atmos- 
phere naturally to attract capable 
football material,” notes the alumni 
report, adding: “The general attitude 
of Mr. Dobie or at least the popu- 
lar conception of him, with his all- 
pervading pessimism has not only not 
contributed to a betterment of the 
typing but has tended to aggravate 
it.’ 


SHOWS PROGRESS. 


The alumni committee concedes that 
“under Gilmour Dobie the Cornell 
football team has won a larger per- 
centage of its games than under any 
other coach,” but also finds a “lack 
of mutual good-will and co-operation 
among the agencies vital to success.” 
It also finds a “lack of confidence 
(among the alumni) and dissatisfac- 
tion that has become _ widespread,”’ 
thereby causing the committee to 
doubt if Dobie will be able to reach 
“maximum effectiveness at Cornell.” 
The committee feels that while the 
coach has not been entirely responsi- 
ble “he has been ill-advised in his 
public relations.” 


The report goes on to say that 
while regarding Dobie as a strict 
taskmaster, no substantiation was 
found of the many specific, bitter 
charges made against him regarding 
his treatment of the players. On the 
contrary the committee after a “par- 
ticularly close study” of the situation 
with men “who have been associated 
with Mr. Dobie since his advent at 
Cornell,” finds a “practically uvani- 
mous sentiment on the part of the 
men Who have played under Mr. 
Dobie in favor of him as a man and 
of his methods.” 


CLEAN CORNELL. 


The famous Carnegie report gave 
Cornell a “clean bill’ so far as re- 
cruiting and subsidizing of athletes 
was concerned, and the alumni report 
cites that “it has been one of the 
finest traditions of Cornell that there 
should be no proselyting of athletic 
material or other unethical overtures 
made to athletic prospects.” Never- 
theless, the committee recommends 
“there should be a whole-hearted co- 
operation on the part of the alumni 
with. the committee on relations with 
preparatory schools and that a whole- 
some interest in Cornell be stimu- 
lated, with a view to attracting to the 
university students who will be a 
credit to the institution.” 


Tech Pugilists

Georgia Tech’s latest athletic ven- 
ture, the production of a boxing team, 
will get under way on December 10, 
according to word received from 
Mike Chambers, trainer at the Flats, 
who is to coach the pugilists. 


The attempt will be the first at 
Tech to try this field, though several 
other schools in the south have 
formed teams for the past few years 
and have enjoyed real successes. The 
sport has long been a _ favorite 
throughout the north and east. Most 
of the larger schools and universities 
in these sections put out teams which 
hold dual meets and participate in 
tournaments, 

With the addition of Tech to the 
list of boxing schools it is expected 
thet a Southern conference boxing 
tourney will be put on the conference 
schedule. 

Chambers expects to hold his work- 
outs at the Atlanta Athletic Club in 
connection with the amateur team 
sponsored by the club. 

No definite schedule plans have as 
yet been made, but Chambers hopes 
to hold several dual meets with other 
southern schools having teams.

Too much blame for losing and too much praise for winning has been 
placed upon the coach. It all gets down, in the main, to man power on 


the field—to speed, stamina, natural 


football ability—and to reserves. 


There 1s no question that certain teams have a big advantage in get- 


ting their material over other teams. 


Proselyting may be common among 


them all, but it is much more pronounced in some cases than in others. 

There is no question but that scholastic regulations are far 
stricter in certain universities than they are in others. Here again 
certain coaches are greatly favored, or heavily handicapped. It is 
no trouble at all to name twenty or fifty coaches who can win with 
good material—and also lose with poor material. None’ of them 
can win with poor. material. If they could Rockne would not have 
lost four games last fall and Alexander would not have lost five 


games this fall. 


And don’t forget that hard schedules make a vital difference—espe- 
cially where there is a continuity of hard or battering games. There is 
no basis of comparison between a team with a fairly easy schedule and 
one with a fairly hard schedule. For the pressure of modern football is 
as heavy mentally as it is physically, and it is through loss of nerve re- 


serve that the main depletion sets in.

It quickly became evident in the 
wheat market today that a ma jority 
of traders were aggressively acting 
on the basis that a recoil from the 
recent swift ascent of prices was at 
hand. Argentine news was at a dis- 
count, notwithstanding that dispatches 
from conservative sources described 
crop conditions as ruinous, and that 
Argentine offers of _ Wheat to Europe 
had been advanced 5 cents per bushel 
overnight. In addition to flattening- 
Out of overseas demand for North 
American wheat, friends of higher 
prices were handicapped also by ad- 
vices that domestic winter wheat is 
apparently in tip-top shape despite 
sudden onset of zero weather.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.— The 
house set a new record today by pass- 
ing within three hours and twenty 
minutes the $160,000,000 tax reduc- 
tion resolution, which will knock one 
per cent off income taxes of individ- 
uals and corporations to be paid next 
year. 

Only 17 members voted against the 
reduction proposed by Secretary Mel- 
lon, who was referred to during the 
debate as “Santa Claus.” It was sup- 
ported by 282 votes. There was no 
record vote, only a standing ballot. 

Under the resolution, present por- 
mal tax rates will be reduced from 

1-2, 3 and 5 to 1, 2 and 4 per cent, 
and the corportion rate from 12 to 11 
per cent. The reduction will amount 
to $90,000,000 in corporation taxes 
and $70,000,000 individual taxes, ac- 
cording to treasury estimates. 

The resolution was sent to the sen- 
ate, where it will be taken up in a 
few days. The finance committee is 
expected to meet tomorrow to consider 
the resolution, the usual formality. 
There appears no doubt the measure 
will be passed by the senate and signed 
by the president before Christmas.

“The great excuse of these profes- 
sionals is that the Disabled American 
Veterans and the American ion 
would not do anything for them. Close 
investigation will reveal in most cases 
that they are not even veterans, and 
if they are, that they have no rea- 
sonable claim against the government. 
Al! such cases will under my per- 
sonal yg fers and I pledge the 
people of Atlanta that any worthy 
case will receive assistance.’ 

In connection with the much dis- 
cussed subject of begging upon the 
streets of Atlanta, Walter C. Tay- 
lor, clerk of the city council, Thurs- 
day issued a statement denying that 
licenses aré, or will issued for beg- 
ging upon the streets of Atlanta. 

According to his statement, no li- 
censes are issued to transient ped- 
dlers who sell small articles on the 
streets. Furthermore, no free permits 
are issued to anyone without the ap- 
proval of the tax committee, the 
mayor and general council.

The state law exempts 
certain afflicted persons from paying 
license, but does not give them the 
right to beg.” 

He continued that another class 
that license inspectors are out to 
curb are those transients who come 
in at this time of the year with 
shoddy lines, silks, and other goods.

The promise of President Hoover 
to submit again to the senate the 
protocol of the World Court of 
International Justice at The Hague 
at a convenient future date is time-

The purpose of the reservations 
attached by the senate is to protect 
the United States from having all 
its international relations subject to 
dictation by the court. That is a

serves that object. 

There is a considerable and vocal 
faction of indigo-blue Americans 
who insist that the world court is 
little more than a Handy-Andy for 
the League of Nations and that ad- 
hesion to the court will be in fact 
subjection to that hated aggregation 
of nations supposed to be conniv- 
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i and selling them and re- 
capturing them a few weeks later 
and selling them; ad lib. 


STIMSON STANDS PAT. 

The justification which Secretary 
Stimson puts forth for his note to 
China and Russia to honor their sig- 
natures to the Kellogg war-renun- 
ciation pact, is cogent and con- 
vincing. Plainly he had no reason 
to withhold that pacific counsel 
from the government of the United 
States simply because it has refrain- 
ed from re-establishing diplomatic 
relations with the government now 
ruling in Russia. 

The soviet rulers in Russia claim 
to be civilized and to be. fit for 
amicable and economic relations 
with the nations of modern civiliza- 
tion. On that basis self-enunciated 
they are amenable to the principles 
of civilized conduct and have as- 
sumed the moral obligation to agree 
with the consensus of world senti- 
ment, specifically on the subject of 
war. 

While the United States is far 
from asserting any world monitor- 
ship and certainly will make no ges- 
ture of unauthorized “pressure’’ 
upon the will of any other people, 
it still has the right to announce 
its view of whatever action is im- 
minent or operating anywhere at 
the instance of any government to 
involve the world in another uncon- 
finable conflagration like that of 
1914-18. 

The repulsive spirit of sovietism 
is made vividly more conspicuous 
by the anger it now shows against a 
perfectly justifiable suggestion that 
Russia should agree with its adver- 
sary upon terms of pacific arbitra- 
tion, especially as China was equal- 
ly counseled to that course. In the 
circumstances silence and aloofness 
by the United States would have’ 
been far less justifiable than the 
timely action their foreign minister 
has taken. 


LIQUOR CASE CONGESTIONS. 
The president, the press gener- 
ally, and millions of people whose 
rights and interests are delayed by 
the inereasing congestions in the 
federal courts, are all demanding 
that congress shall provide relief. 
The needed relief seems possible 
in only two ways—either more dis- 
trict courts and judges, or the re- 
duction of many present felonies to 
misdemeanors and a method of their 
disposition short of the district 
court procedures. The extraordi- 
nary piling up of cases in those 
courts is largely attributable to 
prosecutions for offenses against the 
prohibition laws. With more active 
enforcement of those laws the num- 
ber of cases is sure to be more abun- 
dantly increased. 

Senator Harris has several times 
proposed to congress a measure that 
would solve the problem very suc- 
cessfully. By making all the minor 


liquor offenses to be misdemeanors 
instead of “crimes,” as crimes are 


' treated in the federal constitution, 


they could, ander the decision of 


the supreme court of the United 
States, be prosecuted without in- 
dictments or presentments by a 
grand jury, and could be disposed 
of by authorized court commission- 
ers in each county of a judi¢cial dis- 
trict without a jury trial. As police 
offenses they could be settled on 
pleas of guilty, or on proofs, with 
fines and probations. 

That method would relieve the 
larger courts of many thousands of 
cases, give speedy trials, save many 
costs, and make observance of the 
law a nearer obligation to the 
people. 

Laws like the Jones-Stalker act 
only serve to outrage the popular 
sense of justice, congest the courts, 
delay trials, multiply costs, and 
cause juries to swerve from true

Paychological 


Moment. 

The origin of the expression “psy- 
chological moment” having given rise 
to some controversy is settled by a 
writer in a London paper, where he 
says that it first occurs in the sito- 
rian’s Sarcey’s description of the 
Siege of Paris in 1871. A German 
newspaper fell in the hands of the 
beleaguered. In it was an article 


which stated that Bismarck was 
awaiting the “psychological moment” 
for beginning the bombardment of 
Paris. Sarcey explains this expres- 
sion by saying that the Germans con- 
sidered a bombardment of no use 
apart from the moral effect that it 
produced. He declared that it was 
necessary to choose just the very mo- 
ment for a bombardment when the 
popular imagination was ripe for 
shattering. In a word, the “moment 
psychologique” would arrive when, 
after hunger, civil war had broken 
out. Sarcey tells us that one can 
have no idea of how tMhe Parisians 
laughed about this “moment  psy- 
chologique.” ‘The »phrase became 
a la mode” and entéred into our fa- 
miliar talk. We used to say regular- 
ly: “I am hungry; it is the psy- 
chological moment to gather around 
the dinner table.” . .. And when at 
last the first shell fell in the streets 
of Paris, everyone shrieked with 
laughter: “Ha! ha! They think the 
psychological moment has arrived.” 


Mennonite

Fifty thousand Mennonites in Rus- 
sia are on the march, outward bound. 
They are nearly all of German origin 
and hope to reach Canada ultimately. 
Though the advance guard of 500 is 
temporarily stranded in the port of 
Kiel, Mennonites in Canada are com- 
ing forward with guarantees of all 
that is necessary before tickets can 
be given and land granted. Cana- 
dians are aware of the human mate- 
rial they are getting in these people 
who can work like Germans and wait 
like Russians, accustomed to the 
greatest severities of climate and the 
hardest of labor, whose families rare- 
ly fall below eight in the most ex- 
ceptional circumstances, and whose 
truly Biblical fruitfulness is accom- 
panied by an aust@re code of morals, 
Puritan in its simplicity. The men 
are not forbidden to smoke nor the 
women to wear colors, but they live 
according to the Seriptures and re- 
fuse to take an oath or to obey the 
laws of conscription. Their commyp- 
nities are very law-abiding and pea 
ful, and, according to the German 
investigators in Kiel, they can even 
smile in their adversity.

AN AMERICAN COMEDY. 


In my youth I never could believe 
in eapital punishment. Soon after I 
became a doctor an opportunity was 
given me to take a job as physician 
in a state’s prison. One of my duties 
there would be to attend convicts un- 
dergoing execution and to pronounce 
the victims dead. Another duty 
would be to visit prisoners in solitary 
confinement on bread and water and 


report to the warden whether they 
could stand it another day. I was 
young and sentimental and I passed 
up the job. I'd as soon take such 
a job today. I believe in capital pun- 
ishment now. 

Current news tells of the conviction 
of a particularly depraved wretch aft- 
er a trial for murder. Never mind 
the details. There was no question 
of the murderer’s guilt. But the jury 
instead of giving a verdict of pre- 
meditated murder, which is punish- 
able by death, found the man guilty 
in a lower degree, which brings a 
maximum of 20 years’ imprisonment. 
This soft heartedness on the part of 
the jury was evidently produced by 
the skillful, pleading of the defend- 
ant’s lawyer who in the face of the 
evidence and all the harsh circum- 


stances proved himself a master psy- 
chologist and succeeded in defeating 
justice. 

In this case as in many others that 
have scandalized American court pro- 
cedure, the defendant's lawyers pro- 
eured the expert testimony of an alien- 
ist who gave his opinion, based om the 
usual hypothetical question, that the 
defendant was insane for the few 
minutes while ne was perpetrating the 
foul deed, though sane before and aft- 
er the crime. The alienist explained 
he meant that the murderer was in- 
Sane only in the legal sense; not in 
the medical sense of the word. 

That’s where the comedy comes in. 

Another alienist in the same trial 
testified that from observing the de- 


ifendant for several hours he was of 
ithe opinion that the defendant had a 


“psychopathic personality.” hat’s 
funny, too. What does psychopathic 
mean, anyway? It is simply hifalutin 
medical Greek for mental disease. In- 
sanity, feeble-mindedness? Oh, well, 
never mind about that: the alienist 
prefers to leave that point vague— 
it is more likely to impress the men- 
tal defectives on the jury if you leave 
it vague. 

If the expert opinions or testimony 
of alienists or psychopathologists is to 
be considered by court or jury at all, 
it ought to be summoned by the court 
o- jury, and the testimony of such a 
witness ought to be kept secret by 
court and jury. If any expense or 
obligation is involved in the summon- 
ing of sach testimony it ought to 
berne by the state alone, just as is 
the salary of a ju

M MANUS IS FREED 
OF ROTHSTERY AILLING 


NEW YORK, Dec. 5.—(?)—With 
George McManus cleared of the charge 
by court decision, the question, “Who 
killed Arnold Rothstein?’ “remained 
today as unanswerable as it was a 
year ago. 

MeManus, the smiling associate of 
the late king of Broadway gamblers, 
today won a directed verdiet of “not 
guilty” in general sessions court after 
three weeks of trial on a charge of 
murder, 

Judge Charles C. Nott, Jr., in di- 
recting the jury as to their verdict, 
said that “it is not sufficient to prove 
that a man might have committed a 
crime.

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FOAL ANS

Urges Leaders To Get Down 
to “Brass Tacks” 
Period.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—(4)—The 


“brass tacks stage of the present busi-j- 


ness problem” has arrived, Assistant 
Secretary Klein, of the commerce de- 
partment, said today, and the only 
sound which really counts now is “the 
clang of shovels and of cash register 
bells.” 
Addressing the assemblage of busi- 


;ness leaders called together by the 


United States Chamber of Commerce 
as part of the Hoover business sta- 
bilization ‘campaign, Klein warned of 
a skepticism as to the value of “com- 
mittees, and resolutions and badges 
and all the paraphernalia of confer- 
ence” and asserted that the nation is 
looking fo industry and commerce for 


action. 

He called for frank consideration of 
the business needs of the nation, de- 
termination of where unsound spots 
in the general economic organization 
of the country are, if any exist, and 
prompt action to set up reserves which 
will readjust the industrial and com- 
mercial balance. 


More Research. 


He urged an extension of the field 
of business research as a means of 
renewed vitalization and acceleration 
of business currents, a wise and con- 
sidered expansion. of export trade 
which should by no means take on 
the aspect of “a dumping campaign,” 
and action to cure some of the inher- 
ent ills of the American distribution 
system by the elimination of waste. 

Summing up present conditions, 
Klein said that “admittedly” the situ- 
ation in some industries is not as 
satisfactory as, it should be, although 
he declared the general economic 
structure of the nation to be sound 
and substanfial. 

“Agriculture, our basic industry, is, 
broadly speaking, sound,” he said, 
“transportation, both on Jand and 
water, is active and efficient. Min- 
ing and most of our major manu- 
facturing industries are likewise pre- 
dominantly healthy. Our fiseal and 
banking situation is sound and money 
is now available at reasonable rates. 

“Prices continue to be steady with 
a little downward trend and inven- 
tories are likewise low .and without 
any indication of any serious conges- 
tion, except in one or two lines where 
the situation is worthy of some care- 
ful study. Finally, management and 
labor were never before upon such a 
high plane of efficiency. ... 

Reassuring Elements. 

“Without belittling the many tragic 
aspects of the losses of both profes- 
sional and amateur speculators in the 
recent break — and each of these 
groups has suffered heavily—there are 
numerous reassuring elements in the 
outlook for the coming months. Divi- 
dend and interest payments in Decem- 
ber will total almost $700,600,000, an 
increase of more than 20 per cent over 
December of last year, an impressive 
evidence of the power of our earn- 
ing capacity. 

“Unquestionably a large proportion 
of this vast fund will find its way 
into prudent reproductive investments 
—not speculative ventures. Then, too, 
the amazing total of Christmas say- 
ings, not less than $600,000,000 and 
probably more, means that our Christ- 
mas trees will have about the usual 
share of tinsel and electric lights and 
little crepe.” 

Among his suggestions of means of 
improving the distributive system was 
to convince many small retailers that 
they should devote themselves to oth- 
er lines of activity. To support this 
contention he called attention to sta-, 
tistics showing that in one city an 
average of 30 grocery stores fail each 
month and 32 new ones are opened 
and that in another 551 restaurants 
went out of business in a. year and 
almost exactly the same number of 
new ones were started. 


CIVIL WAR THREAT 
LATEST CHINA WOE 


SHANGHAT, Dec. 5.—A@)—China’s 
nationalist government faced tonight 
one of the most serious crises in its 
brief and tempestuous existence. 

Many thousands of its troops were 
in mutiny in several provinces, and 
disorders gripped almost the entire 
Yangtse valley in which live many 
millions. Organized communists and 
bandits were ravaging the countryside 
in at least five central and southern 
provinces. 

Rebel forces, admittedly bribed by 
the Kuominchun, gave signs of again 
fighting government troops and south- 
ern rebel forces threatened the great 
city of Canton. 

For the time being at least, Rus- 
sian armed raids in Manchuria were 
halted by preliminary negotiations for 
peaceable settlement of the Chinese 
Eastern railway dispute. 

The mutiny of government troops 
which began Tuesday at Pukow across 
the Yangtse river from the Nanking 
capital, was reported to have spread 
to many other localities. The original 
mutineers, rebelling against orders to 
proceed to Kwantung to suppress the 
attack directed at Canton, looted 
Pukow and went northward by train 
to Pengpu. Joined by other rebel 
forces of Kiangsu and Shanfung 
provinces. Their numbers were’ said 
to have reached 30,000 along the 
Tientsin-Pukow railway, under com- 
mand of Shih Yu-San, general of the 
24th mutinous division.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—(H)— 
The senate votes at noon on the right 
of Senator-Elect William 8. Vare, of 
Pennsylvania, to the+seat for which 
he campaigned in 1926 at a cost of 
$785,000 and friends conceded pri- 
vately tonight that he would be ex- 
cluded. 

Immediately after voting on the 
resolution of Senator Norris, republic- 
an, Nebraska, barring the Philadel- 
phia republican leader, the senate will 
vote on the contest for this seat of 
William B. Wilson, democratic oppo- 
nent of Vare in the 1926 election. 

The elections committee unanimous- 
ly has declared that Wilson was not 
elected. If the predictions of those 
who conducted polls today hold good, 
the Pennsylvania seat which has been 
in controversy for three years, will be 
formally vacated tomorrow and sub- 
ject to being filled by Governor Fish- 
er, of Pennsylvania. 

Senator Reed, republican, Pennsyl- 
vania, introduced the resolution late 
today declaring that Wilson was not 
elected and is not entitled to the seat 
and this resolution comes up immedi- 
ately after the Norris resolutigpn is 
disposed of, without further debate. 

The agreement fixing the hour for 
a vote was reached after another long 
day of debate on the memorable 1926 
Pennsylvania senatorial contest in 
which Wharton D. Pepper, then a 
and Gifford Pinchot, then 
governor, were Vare’s opponents for 
the republican nomination won by 
him. 

Declaring that in the general elec- 
tions .Wilson had failed to prove his 
case against Vare, Chairman Water- 
man, of the elections investigating 
committee, severely condemned former 
Gevernor Pinchot. 

“We have squandered hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in ferreting and 
running this thing down,” he said, “all 
oecasioned by the indecent methods 
that were sponsored by Governor 
Pinchot and his class in Pennsylvania, 
not for the purpose of electing Mr. 
Wilson but for the purpose of ex- 
ploiting at public expense and at the 
expense of the senate this man. 

“T say that there never was such a 
fiasco brought to the attention of the 
senate as this has been shown to be. 
What is the result? It is that the con? 
testant (Mr. Wilson) has not made 
good his case, and, in any judgment, 
it results fairly in the conclusion that 
Mr. Vare was elected by a plurality 
of more than 120,000 legal votes. 

Senators Caraway, Arkansas, and 
Bratton, New Mexico, the democratic 
members of the investigating commit- 
tee, where just as severe in their de- 
nunciation of Vare’s eampaign, Both 
averred that his election was “sat- 
urated with fraud” and could not be 
allowed.

WASHINGTON, Dee. 5.—(®)— 
Expansion of ocean mail service in- 
volving construction of 29 vessels at 
a cost of between $160,000,000 and 
$175,000,000 was approved today by 
President Hoover’s interdepartmental 
committee on mail contracts.

The statement of “government ex- 
penditures at a glance” was prepared 
for. President Hoover so that the 
country could receive an intimate 
glimpse of where the taxpayers’ mon- 
ey goes. The statement, naturally, is 
eonfined to federal expenditures and 
floes not take into consideration out- 
lays by states and municipalities, 

The total recommended to be spent 
next year is somewhat under that for 
the present fiscal year, not counting 
any appropriations that may be made 
to carry on the work of the federal 
farm board. The proportion of expen- 
ditures, however, is approximately the 
same for the various groups. 

In comparison with the total sum 
recommended, the eomparatively in- 
significant outlay of $300,307,860 is 
for the executive, legislative and ju- 
dicial branches, fiscal administration 
and control of banking, foreign rela- 
tions, administrations of territories 
and dependeucies, civil pensions, to 
assume the huge postoffice deficit and 
for kindred activities. 


In contrast to the nearly two and 
three-quarter billion dollars for past 
and possible wars, only approximately 
$14,500.000 may be spent for educa- 
tion; $51,750,000 for agriculture (ex- 
clusive of the new farm relief fund) ; 
$16,500,000 for aids to labor; $16,- 
000,000 for aids to industry and trade 
and $57,300,000 for building up the 
merchant marine, The sum of $246,- 
000,000 for public buildings through- 
out the country is the largest single 
item outside of those for outlays per- 
tdining to national defense, the public 
debt and veterans’ expenses.
